Gotch was eager to regain his lost
prestige and remained In the east un-
tll Jenking agreed to a return match.

The encounter took place at Madi-
son Square garden May 19, apd proved
to ba one of the most savage o wrest-
Ving history. Ootch was sti!] suffering
slightly from his cold, nnd Jenkins
was in prime condltion.

Ianded a heavy blow on Goteh's mouth,
Goteh protested but Hurst told him to
go on and wrestle, Jenking grabbed
{Joteh around the neck for a strangle
hold and alfter several minutes of pro-
testing by Goteh In which he recelved
& good chokling, the grip was loot enel
When they clinched Jenklus took an-
other strangle hold wnd held it until
Ooteh went down, despite the warning
of the referee
Goteh wriggled ont and caught Jen-
kins by the feet, turning him into a |
double thigh and croteh hold. Jenking' |
head was foreed down until his shoul-
ders touched the mat, but he grabbed
the ropes. Gotch protested, but the
referee ordered the men to the center
of the mat, where they began to
wrestle atew

Jenkine kicked and strangled Gotch,
He fouled him deliberately. Gotch re-
tallated with rough work. 8ix times
Jonkine caught the ropes to avold a
fall. Each time Hurst ordered the |
men to the center to begin anew.
Jenkins caught Goteh with a head hold
which Tim Hurst ealled a “mug hold”
and Gotch went down to defeat in
1:30: 00,

Both wrestlers were thrown from
the ring In the second bout, Goteh re-
ceiving a bad fall, Goteh won the sec-
ond fall but he was clearly weakened,
while Jenking seemed stronger.

Jenking rushed Gotelh hard In the
third fall and crushed him to the mat, |
Jjoteh struggled to his fest,
looked about in a dazed manner, |
lurched forward and fell full length ou
his face. It was nearly twenty min
utes before he could be carried to his
dressing room.
